Tnere was general talk against light- 


ning rod swindlers and loan association 
parties who tempt farmers to mortgage 
their farms to get money for which they 
really have no need. It was the senti- 
ment that every farmer ought to have 
enough horse sense to guard his own 
interests and not allow himself to be 
swindled by any scheme or by any man- 


Delegate Talbott, of DeWitt county, 


suggested that the State Alliance should 
eRtabhsh a grain office in Chicago, or at 
some other central point, and that the 
secretary in charge act as the central 
commission man for all farmers in the 
alliance 
That suggestion aroused a 


breezy discussion, which ended in smoke, 
as action was deferred until the points 
could be discussed m the local alliances. 
Mr. lalbott thought the idea a good one. 
He believed the farmers could get a fair 
price for their products in this way, and 
that sales could be made and gram 
shipped direct to the purchaser from any 
point in the elite by the alliance com- 
mission man giving orders. 


THE RESOLUTIONS 


They were mute lengthy, but all were 


adopted. They call for legislative and 
other reforms; for the reduction of the 
surplus, the free coinage of silver with 
gold, reduction of taxes o a the necessi- 
ties of hfe, rather than on spirits and 
whisky; the removal of the double taxa- 
tion on mortgages and real estate—taxes 
on all the farmer owns and all he owes, 
and pointing to the Massachusetts plan 
as a remedy, favoring a graded income 
tax, calling for a reduction of freight and 
passenger rates, for the government con- 
trol of trunk lines of railways and the 
telegraph system, for the early comple- 
tion of the Hennepm canal, for legisla- 
tion that will better control the liquor 
traffic, for the improvement of the pub- 
lic school system, based on manly, moral 
anil intellectual advancement;reeogmzing 
the last legislature for laws enacted 
against the bogus butter fraud, calling 
for a fair demand for labor and fair pay, 
the election of United States senators 
direct by vote of the people, urging the 
adoption of the Australian sjatem of 
voting, calling for the use of uniform 
text books in the schools, and endorsing 
the Myers school book bill, at the same 
time condemning the legislature for not 
p siing the bill and the senate especially 
for not calling up the bill for action, 
closing with the demand that the 1S90 
census shall show what proportion of the 
farmers own the lands and what propor- 
tion are tenants, and what lands are 
mortgaged.

The Convention Berimes a Bequest oi 


Mr. Powderly, and Adjourns. 


ATIAXTA, Ga., Nov. 21.-Yesterday's 


session of tho Knights of Labor was 
largely devoted to the question of edu- 
cation. It was decided to adopt the 
plan of distributing leaflets containing 
labor information as well as lecturing. 
The treasurer stilted that even if the 
membership of the order remains sta- 
tionary tho receipts will exceed ex- 
penditures by S15,000nper ann-im. As a 
matter of fact the membership is in- 
creasing. 


Mr. Beckmeyer was appointed to have 


general charge of all co-operative work 
of the order. 


Action was recommended whereby 


farmers and workingraen will be able to 
borrow money from tho Government as 
easily as the National banks. Convict 
labor was condemned.

In his closing address Mr. Powderly 


said the present conservative policy of 
the order hacj resulted in placing it in 
better condition than ever before.
